In a leaflet dated neers 1962, WILPF described 
follows: 


"What is the WILPF? 


"It is the Women's International League for 
Peace and Freedom, an international, inter- 
racial organization striving for peace and 
freedom by non-violent democratic methods. 


It was founded in 1915, during the first 


World War, and its first president was JANE 
ADDAMS, the first American woman to win the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 


"How Does it Work? 


"It keeps its membership informed on current 
problems through its legislative office in 
Washington, It issues its own pamphlets, 
study kits, fact Sheets, and cooperates with 
like-minded organizations. WILPF has con- 
sultative status at the United Nations on 4 
national and international level, 


"What Does it Do? 


"WILPF, through its local branches, sponsors 
public discussion on such topics as disarma- 
ment and world law, nuclear testing, civil 
defense, Berlin, civil rights, ete. Through 
its Peace Action Committee, WILPF initiates 
peace walks y vigils, and meetings, as an 
organization and with other peace groups. 
Peace education for children is a special 
concern of WILPF, 


"How Is it Set Un? 


"The Women's International League for Peace and 
Freedom has its national headquarters at JANE 
ADDAMS House, 2006 Walnut Street, Philadelphia 3, 
Pa., where its monthly paper, FOUR LIGHTS, is 
published. Its legislative office is at 120 
Maryland Avenue, N.E., Washington 2, D. C. 
International headquarters are in Geneva. The 
International meets every three years. It 
concucts summer schools, peace congresses and 
publishes its magazine, PAX." 
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SAN FRANCISCO CITIZENS COMMITTEE 
TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 
SFCCPAR 


A source advised on April 7, 1960, that a San Fran- 
eiseo affiliate of the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms (CCPAF) had been established at a meeting held in 
San Francisco on April 4, 1960. The source advised that the 
San Francisco affiliate, to be known as the San Francisco 
CCPAF, would carry out in Northern California the program of 
the CCPAF. 


The last meeting of the SFCCPAF was held March ll, 
1956, and its sustainers and mailing lists were turned over 
to the San Francisco Regional Office of the National Committee 
to Abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee (NCAHUAC) 
according to a second source on March ll, 1966.

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 


The Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications, 
revised and published December 1, 1961, prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, contains the following on Page 43 
concerning "Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms": 


1. "The (Communist) party's front operations in the 
Southern California District today are #** confined to four 
major organizations, "which include the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms. 


"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms 
* * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and discrediting the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Created in Los Angeles in 1952, the front 
organization is run by Frank Wilkinson, an identified Communist - 
who recently resumed the full-time paid post of executive 
‘secretary after approximately a year's leave of absence to assist 
in similar campaign by another front in New York City, the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. 


"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles September 2-5, 1958, to inquire into the 
nature of the party's recent reorganization in California, 
the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms sponsored 
a series of public meetings to protest the hearings and the very 
existence of the committee. Communists subpoenaed as witnesses 
were guests of honor, 


"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern California 
District were mobilizing Communists in the area for participation 
in an intensified campaign to abolish this committee of Congress. 
How the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms served the 
Party in this effort was revealed by (Communist Party) District 
Chairman Dorothy Healey in a report to the Party's Southern 
California District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY de- 
clared that the party preferred public protest meetings to be held by 
the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms rather than 
under party auspices because Communists could attend without danger 
of being exposed as members of the party. She also noted that 
Communists scheduled as congressional committee witnesses could not- 
appear beforehand at openly Communist rallies without creating the 
impression that the party was conspiring with witnesses to withhold 
information from the committee."

A Source has advised that the NCAUAC changed its 

name on March 3, 1962, to include the word "House" in its name, 
thereby becoming known as the National Committee to Abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee (NCAHUAC), A national 
meeting of this organization was held in GAEEIES Illinois, on 
soree 27, and 28, 1963. 


A second source advised on May 9, 1956, that as of 
that date the NCAHUAC continued to function with headquarters 
at 999 North Western Avenue, Los “Angeles, California.
